PRESIDENT’S REPORT - SEASON 1978 


Once again it is my pleasure and privilege to submit this Annual report, for the 1978 
season, just concluded. 

Whilst we didn't witness the spectacular growth of our earlier years, we did see 
another increase in the numbers of both seniors and juniors playing soccer during 1978, 
which is a healthy sign for the game, and once again, our Association and its member 
clubs can be proud of a number of well earned successes in competition at inter district 
and intra state level. 

Perhaps the highlight of the playing season was the fantastic Cup run in the N.S.W, 
Champion of Champions tournament, by Albury City's senior team, who with a brand of 
sparkling attacking soccer carried all before them to reach the final in Syndey, where they 
went down narrowly by 2-1 Cronulla RSL, in a match where many people thought they 
were the better side. This fine achievement by our champions, City, did much to promote 
the soccer standards in Albury-Wodonga, and my congratulations and thanks go to Joe 
Sagor and his strong team. 

The efforts of Albury City were closely matched by our Under 11 Representative side, 
who also won their way into the State Championship Finals in Syndey, where they won the 
country championship against Western N.S.W. and Southern N.S.W., and came close to 
pulling off the upset of the season against state champions Sutherland. In this game our 
boys were down 3-0 at half time, but fought back magnificiently to go down 3-2, after 
rattling the woodwork on occasions in a stirring second half. This team also soundly 
defeated some notable teams from Melbourne and Canberra in their lead upgames, and 
coach Pat O'Flaherty and his willing band of managers and trainers showed just what can 
be achieved through dedication and planning. This Under 11 team has now won the 
Riverina championship twice in succession, and we are looking forward to greater things 
from these talented youngsters in the years ahead. 

AT the close of the season we also instituted what should become a permanent fixture 
of increasing importance, namely the Charity Shield, played between representative 
sides from the Victorian clubs against the N.S.W. clubs, On this occasion N.S.W. 
triumphed 5-0, but I've no doubt that Victoria will be looking for revenge next season. From 
this game a full Representative side was selected to entertain the loyal supporters by 
thrashing North Dandenong 8-1, before losing in a game of high class against National 
League team, Footscray J.U.S.T. 4-1. 

In our local competitions, the previous dominance of clubs like Twin City Wanderers, 
and toa lesser extent, Hotspurs and Melrose Park, was ended quite dramatically with the 
emergence of championship and cup winning teams from Lavington, St. Patricks, 
Wodonga Diamonds and Albury United. | said last year that these would shortly emerge as 
potential champions, and they have done just that. In actual fact all 7 age division 
championships were won by different clubs, with no club winning two league competitions. 
In the Association Cup, the same thing happened again with different clubs getting up in 
most cases, just to emphasise the closeness of the competition that we are now enjoying. 
Gone are the days of easy games in any age division, which must be a good thing for the 
game locally, My congratulations to all our League and Cup winners in 1978. 

Before leaving the playing aspect of this report, | must also mention that you 
committee was aware of the frustrations and annoyance in some circles at the number of 
byes that were scheduled in the Under 10 and Under 8 1st divisions, and report that steps 
are being taken to avoid repeating this in 1979. Your committee is also investigating the 
formation of a Mini League competition for Under 8, Under 7 and Under 6 age groups, 
playing under the prosent Under 8 rules, Whilst in the subject of Under 8 rules, which has 
been a bone of contention for some 3 seasons now, | am pleased to advise that a special 
meeting was held during the yoar, at which all Under 8 coaches were present (or invited), 
at which time the existing rules were retained indefinitely, and it is my hope that we can 
now all work together under these rules, which the experts from around the World all 
maintain is the correct way to develop young juniors. 
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| understand that there were also rumblings of discontent in some areas about the 
dominance of Albury clubs in the Association Management Committee, and Disputes 
Committee. Whilst | would state catergorically these complaints are totally without 
foundation, | would also point out that the Association membership, which includes all 
club members, can only elect to office those people that nominate, which really means 
that the solution to any promblems in this area lie firmly with the membership, 

A feature of our growth over tha past 5 years has been that each year we usually 
ombark on a new venture of some sort in an effort to improve playing standards, and this 
year was no exception. In fact | would say, that perhaps in 1978 we took the biggest step 
forward in our history, with a venture that must surely have lasting benefits for years to 
come. I refer, of course, to the formation in recent weeks of the Albury'Wodonga Soccer 
Coaches Federation, | should emphasise that this body is entirely seperate from the 
Soccer Association, and the inspiration for its formation came from a group of people not 
closely connected with the Association committee. Having said this your Association is 
wholeheartedly behind the group, and has provided some financial assistance in the 
setting up period, Under the guidance of Pat O'Flaherty, a qualified Senior coach, itis my 
hope that this Federation will multiply and prosper, Already they have conducted a Basic 
Skills course for new or intending coaches, with great success, and | understand that at 
least3 other such courses are planned for early 1979. |commend them toall coaches and 
intending coaches. The present Association committee is also anxious to place the 
coaching of our junior Representative sides in the hands of this qualified group, as we feel 
that this can only improve our standards in this area. 

Off the field, | would like to thank the members of your Association committee, and in 
particular your hard working Secretary, lan Barker, efficient Registrar, Hans Wynter, and 
your hard pressed Fixtures Chairman, Gene Lydick. | would also like to thank my Vice 
President, George Travassaros, for his valuable support, and organisation of our Rep. 
sides. Unfortunately, and for the first time in recent years, the demanding work of the 
committee as a whole was carried by a nucleus of just a few, which, of course caused 
problems of overwork by the few. In view of this | would ask all members to closely 
consider the time they have available before accepting any nominations, to what is 
essentially, a team effort. | would also ask the members to consider these factors when 
voting for the various candidates who offer themselves for election at the Annual General 
Meeting. 

Looking ahead to 1979, we are again hopeful that the Border Soccer Club will finally 
gain entry into the Melbourne Provisional or Metropolitan League, as the games against 
North Dandenong and J.U.S.T., clearly demonstrated the potential feast for spectators if 
they are able to watch the best players in the district playing as a single team, not to 
mention the advantages to those players in further lifting their already high standards. 

On the local scene we have already acknowledged a few mistakes that need to be 
rectified, but on the whole we can again look forward to a highly successful 1979, with 
strong competition abounding in all the age divisions.
